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UNIFORM AGREEMENT - PRORATE INSTRUCTIONS 
FOR THE PROVINCE OF ALBERTA 
This is your set of uniform instructions which presents, in outline form, 
steps necessary for proportional registration of a fleet of vehicles in two (2) or more 
of the jurisdictions party to the Uniform Agreement. These include: Alaska, Alberta, 
Arizona, British Columbia, California, Colorado, Idaho, Iowa, I]linois, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Montana, Nebraska, Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota, Oregon, South Dakota, 
Utah and Washington. 
This set of instructions applies to all Uniform Agreement States, Alberta 
and British Columbia. INDIVIDUAL STATE AND PROVINCE EXCEPTIONS FOLLOW EACH SECTION OF 
THE UNIFORM INSTRUCTIONS. 
Proration is an optional method of vehicle registration. Reciprocity will 
not be granted to vehicles of a fleet eligible for proration. If a vehicle is part of 
an eligible fleet and is not proportionally registered as a fleet vehicle, it must meet 
registration responsiblity under one of the alternate means provided by state or 
provincial law; e.g., annual registration, quarterly registration, temporary registration, 
trip permit, etc. 
I. GENERAL PROVISIONS - The agreement provides for registration of fleets of vehicles 
operated in two (2) or more states, or provinces who are party to the compact, 
by paying prorated fees. A fleet is three (3) vehicles, two (2) of which are motor 
vehicles, (motor vehicle in this context is the equivalent of a unit, supplying 
motive power and containing a compartment for the driver). In any prorate state 
or province, full fees multiplied by the state's or province's prorate percentage 
equals total fees due. Unless otherwise excepted, the numerator of a state's or 
province's prorate fraction is all fleet mileage travelled in that province or 
state, and the denominator is total miles operated by the fleet in all jurisdictions 
(states, provinces or countries). When any vehicle of a fleet is properly prorated, 


it is fully registered and entitled to be operated in intrastate or interstate 


operations provided regulatory operating authority is held when required. 


Alberta Requires : Same 
Alberta Exceptions : Carriers must be based in 


a contracting state unless 
otherwise approved by the 


Administrator. 
II. PRORATE ELIGIBILITY - 
A. A fleet is eligible if it meets the following requirements: 
1. If it includes three (3) or more commercial vehicles at least two (2) of 

which are motor vehicles. 

a. Fleet of vehicles means two (2) or more commercial vehicles, at least 
one (1) of which is a motor vehicle. 

b. Vehicle gross weight must be in excess of 12,000 pounds. 

c. Vehicles developing mileage experience must travel in two (2) or more 
provinces or states during the mileage reporting period as defined in 
Section V, Page 3. 

d. Vehicles travelling entirely intrastate are not eligible for proration. 


e. Vehicles must meet basing requirements. 


Alberta Requires: Vehicles be based in 
rovinces or states which 
are members of the Uniform 
Agreement. 


III. FLEET COMPOSITION - An applicant may separate his vehicles into two (2) or more 
fleets provided: 
A. Requirements for prorate eligibility for each fleet have been met. 
B. Such divisions are consistent with the applicant's operational practices, 


provincial or state restrictions as applicable or by virtue of equipment 


design. 


C. All vehicles and vehicle miles are accounted for. 


Alberta Requires : Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


IV. 


PRORATE REGISTRATION PREREQUISITES - There are, in the case of most provinces 


or states, additional legal qualifications and compliance requirements other than 


vehicle registration that must be met before an application for prorate registra- 


tion will be accepted and processed. 


Alberta Requires as prerequisites: All carriers, intra- or inter-

MILEAGE AND PRORATE-PERCENTAGE - 


A. 


MILEAGE REPORTING PERIOD - The reporting period for miles to be included in 
the prorate application shall cover the fiscal year beginning September 1, and 
continuing through August 31, of the year immediately preceding the commence- 
ment of the calendar license year for which proportional registration is 
sought. 

TOTAL FLEET MILES - Total fleet miles include all miles operated in all 
jurisdictions (states, provinces and countries) by vehicles included as part 
of the prorate fleet and while operated as such during the mileage reporting 
period. 

IN-PROVINCE OR STATE MILES - In-province or state miles include all miles 
operated within each respective jurisdiction by vehicles included as part of 
the prorate fleet and while operated as such during the mileage reporting 


period. 


D. 


MILEAGE COMPUTATION - 

1. Application containing both power units with trailers or power units 
only: 

Use only miles of prorate fleet power units. 

2. Applications for power units and trailers from the same carrier containing 
separate statements for power units and for trailers: Use only miles of 
prorate fleet power units for power unit statement. 

Use miles of all applicant's line power units, whether prorated or 
not, operated in two (2) or more provinces or states in combination with 
prorated trailers for trailer statement. 

3. Applications for trailer fleet only: 

Use only miles of highway operation determined from miles of power 


units, whether prorated or not, operated in combination with prorated 


trailers. 
Alberta Requires : Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


DETERMINING THE PRORATE PERCENTAGE - To determine the prorate percentage, 
divide in-province or state miles by total fleet miles. The result (or 
quotient) should be computed to nearest thousandth (3 places beyond the 
decimal, e.g., 10.555). 

This percentage shall remain in effect for all supplemental applications 


filed during the registration year. 


Alberta Requires: Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


ESTIMATED MILES - When a state's or province's prorate percentage cannot be 


computed for a particular fleet on the basis of actual Operation during the 


reporting period, estimated mileage will be acceptable for the fleet's first 

prorate application. Estimated mileage shall be based on the proposed opera- 

tion of the fleet during the year for which registration is sought. Mileage 
must be clearly marked 'estimate'. The applicant must substantiate his 
estimate by submitting details of his proposed operation including type of 
operation, its location, routes, frequency, etc. as may be required by 
individual provinces or states. 

G. ADJUSTMENT FORMULAS - Proration percentages are subject to reallocation 
formulas as follows: 

Alberta - Proration percentages are subject to the following reallocation 
formulas and shall be considered as Alberta in-province miles for 
determining the percentage of Alberta in-province miles in relation 
to total fleet miles: 

1. The miles listed for Alberta based vehicles or fleets in a 
state or province which extends interstate reciprocity to such 
vehicles or fleets. 

2. The miles listed for Alberta based vehicles or fleets not 
prorated in a state or province with which Alberta has an 
agreement for proportional fleet registration. 

a. Not applicable if applicant is paying a trip fee or 
mileage tax in lieu of proportional fleet registration.

APPLICATION DATES - The license year is from January 1 through December 31. 
In preparation for this period, Uniform Agreement provinces or states will 
mail applications and instructions to all fleet operators of record beginning 
September 15. It is the responsibility of first-time applicants and those 
not receiving renewal forms promptly from a given jurisdiction to contact 

the offices listed in Item A. 

Alberta Requires: License year April 1 to March 31 


but Alberta will certificate non- 
resident carriers on and after 


January 1. 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


FILING AND COMPLIANCE DATES - The enforcement deadline for display of prorate 
identification is midnight on the last day of February. Renewal applications 
are acceptable beginning September 1. All applicants who file prior to 
December 1 will receive priority in the issuance of identification. In such 
cases, if identification is not received prior to the enforcement deadline, a 
letter or a collect telegraphic authorization will be issued upon request to 
the carrier permitting temporary operation of vehicles covered in the applica- 
tion. No such procedure is available to applicants filing after December 1, or 


making changes in their applications in process after December 1. 


Alberta Requires : Receipt of initial application and 
fees prior to clearances. Clear- 
ances issued on all supplements. 


Alberta Exceptions: Prorate application must be on file 


in the Motor Transport Branch office 


and fees paid by Alberta deadline 
date of December 31, or carrier will 


be required to tri ermit until 
Alberta identification is on the 
venicles. The enforcenent deadiine 
for Alberta resident carriers is 
midnight on the last day of April. 


D. THE APPLICATION - Three (3) sets of application forms (PR 1), accompany these 
instructions. The application for any fleet shall bear the same applicant's 
name (or be identified therewith) for each province or state in which propor- 
tional registration is sought for such fleet. All copies are to be completed, 
one (1) copy for applicant's own file and two (2) copies to be mailed without 
fees to the appropriate jurisdiction. Incorrect or incomplete applications 


will be returned. 


Alberta Requires: Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: One (1) only copy of PR 1. Also, 


Iberta based carriers must file 


PR 6 (see Page 24) with the Motor 
Transport Branch. 


E. PAYMENT OF FEES AND RETURN OF IDENTIFICATION - After billing, carrier must 
remit fees promptly and as directed. Upon receipt of fees, provinces will 
assemble devices in substantially the same vehicle number order as listed on 
the application and return all identification by first class mail; or if the 


applicant so requests, by expedited delivery at his expense. 


Alberta Requires : Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: Fees do not have to be submitted 


with application unless you desire 
to do so and can figure them 
correctly. However, applications 
and supplements submitted with the 
roper fees will result in faster 
and more efficient service to the 
carrier. You will be billed for 


fees not submitted or misfigured. 
F. IDENTIFICATION FEES - A list of charges made for identification is on the 


attached chart. 
VIII. VEHICLE IDENTIFICATION - 
A. Every prorated vehicle will be issued the following identification devices: 
1. From the base province or state: 
a. Base plate. (May be renewed annually by new plate or validation 


sticker on the prorate backing plate.) 


b. Backing plate. (On initial application, thereafter by request.) 
c. Registration cab card. 

2. From every other province or state in which the vehicle is prorated: 
a. A prorate sticker (decal) for the backing plate. 
b. A registration cab card. 
Alberta Exceptions: Alberta will issue no prorate 
Ene stickers or decals for prorated 

vehicles. 
B. Identification devices are to be maintained or displayed as follows: 

1. All backing plates mounted on the front of the power units and on the 
rear of all trailing units. 

2. All registration cab cards are to be carried in the vehicle or may, in 
the case of trailing units, be carried in the power unit of the combina- 
tion. 

3. All prorate stickers (decals) are to be affixed to their respective state 


locations as shown on the backing plate facsimile on the following page. 


Alberta Exceptions: Alberta will issue no prorate 
decals. 
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C. REPLACEMENT OF IDENTIFICATION -

IX. 


ADDITIONS AND DELETIONS - 

A. Additional equipment - After an original application has been filed, vehicles 
can only be added or changes in registered gross weight be made by filing a 
proration supplement in the same manner (number of copies, addressee, dispo- 
sition of fees, etc.) as provided for the original application in Section VII 
above. A completed example of this form (PR 2) is attached.

However, in circumstances where immediate operation of fleet additions is 

essential, two extra procedures are available to speed vehicle identification. 

Neither of these replaces the requirement of filing a supplemental application. 

1. Each vehicle to be added is listed on a “Temporary Proration Authorization" 
form in advance of its operation. These forms, which are available at 
nominal cost from most offices listed in Section VII A, must be filled 
out by typewriter or in ink in triplicate by the carrier. One copy is to 
be retained by the carrier, one is to be carried in the cab of the vehicle 
as a temporary proration authorization valid for 30 days, and the third 
is to be mailed immediately to the provincial or state office from which 
it was obtained. Such temporary proration authorizations are nontrans- 
ferrable, nonrenewable and must be supported by a prompt filing of 
Form PR 2. 

2. Most jurisdictions will issue collect telegraphic clearance for a fleet 
addition upon request for such expedited processing. Consult provincial 
or state exceptions for the request procedure, hours of operation, fees, 
communication cost, etc., in each jurisdiction. The following states 
and provinces: Alaska, Alberta, British Columbia, California, Colorado, 
Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, Karisas, Minnesota,. Montana, Nebraska, Nevada,

B. DELETING EQUIPMENT FROM A PRORATE FLEET - A vehicle may be removed by sending 
a Supplemental Application (Form PR 2 - see example attached with deletion 
section properly completed) to each jurisdiction in which it was qualified 
and in which it will no longer operate as a prorated fleet vehicle. 

When any province or state requires return of identification devices of 

deleted vehicles, they shall be returned with Form PR 2 either to the base 
jurisdiction or to individual provinces or states of issuance, as required. 
A supplemental application is not required for vehicles deleted at the end 


of the year. 


Alberta Requires: Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


C. REFUNDS AND CREDITS - (Deleted Vehicles) this province provides: 

Refund or credits prohibited. 
TRAILER INTERCHANGE - Prorate carriers conducting trailer inter-change operations 
under rules of the Interstate Commerce Commission, or Provincial Motor Carrier 
Board, are not required to qualify any currently licensed off-line trailer engaged 
in this service when it is pulled by a properly identified power unit. 


Alberta Requires : Same as above - May apply for

Alberta Exceptions: NONE

LEASED VEHICLES - The Uniform Agreement, Section 53, provides in effect that the 

lessee of a vehicle is responsible for its licensing under proportional registra- 

tion subject to the following exceptions: (based on May 4, 1960 and September 7, 

1960 reports of the Uniform Agreement Lease Committee). 

A. Household goods carriers (as applicable in I.C.C. regulation Section 165.2 (b) 
(Ex Parte MC 10) wherein the agent is the lessor and the company is the lessee 
may file and register as dual applicants. By this procedure, the lessor's 
fleet is prorated in his name and registration cards are issued in the name 
of both lessor and lessee. The application is based on the lessor's equipment 


and total miles lessor's equipment operates under his name and that of the 


lessee. 
Alberta Requires : Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


B. In those cases where a prorate operator shall lease equipment from an owner- 


lessor which equipment is not entitled to fleet prorate registration by the 
owner and where the leasing of such equipment does not increase the eize of 
the lessee's fleet as registered in his original application plus the net 
additional registrations made by any supplemental applications, each state, 
to the extent legally permissible, shall provide for the giving of credit, 


as replaced equipment. 


Alberta Requires: Must be licensed by lessee when 
on_long term or permanent lease. 


Can be done by vehicle transfer - 
Fee $1.00. 

Alberta Exceptions: If on short term or trip lease, 
vehicles licensed by lessor (30 
days or Tess). 

Rental equipment companies having fleets of vehicles for short term rental 


which operate inter-jurisdictionally are permitted to prorate provided they

maintain adequate records for completion of an application and/or audit, 
but, if the law of a contracting jurisdiction which the fleet operates 
prohibits prorate registration for this type of operation, then, such 
vehicles if properly registered in their base state, shall be entitled to 


reciprocity accorded to the base state under the Uniform Agreement. 


Alberta Requires: Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


D. In the case of single trip lease operation of a prorate vehicle by a prorate 
carrier, no additional registration fees shall be imposed on a one-way 
single trip lease operation provided the vehicle is properly registered in 
the jurisdiction in which it is being operated and further provided that 


the mileage be retained with the original (i.e. lessor's) prorate fleet. 


Alberta Requires: Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: NONE 


PRESERVATION OF RECORDS - Any carrier whose application for proportional regis- 
tration has been accepted shall preserve the records on which the application is 
based for a period of four (4) years following the year or period upon which said 
application is based. Upon request of the department, the owner agrees to make 
such records available to the department at its designated office for audit as 

to accuracy of computations and payments and assessment of deficiencies or 
allowances for credit, or to pay the costs of an audit by the department or 

its duly appointed representative at the applicant's home office. The department 
may make arrangements with agencies of other jurisdictions administering motor 


vehicle registration laws for joint audits of any such carrier. No assessment

for the deficiency or claim for credit may be made for any period for which 


records are no longer required. 


Alberta Requires : Same as above 
Alberta Exceptions: Alberta does not charge for 
audits. 
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Indicate the class of vehicle such as Truck (Trk); Truck-tractor (Trac); Full 
Trailer (Full trl); Semi-trailer (Semi); Dolly (Dolly); Converter Gear (C/G); 
etc. 


Indicate type of body such as refrigerator (ref); van; flat bed (F.B.); stake 
(stk); tank (tnk); log; dump (dmp); etc. 


Give value of vehicle at time of entry into B.C. For new vehicle use original 
cost; for used vehicle use depreciated value or 50% of original cost, which- 
ever is the greater. Social Services Tax - 50% X B.C. mileage percentage X 
total value. 


Colorado requires the actual cost of vehicle, exclusive of trade-in, at the 
time it was purchased by the company reporting. 


Colorado requires the model number on each power unit; also the name of owner 
if vehicle is based in Colorado. 


It is not necessary for an operator to complete Column No. 17 when filing a 
Proration Application with Colorado, Montana, North Dakota, and South Dakota. 


Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Montana, and South Dakota require the title number 
if vehicle based in those states. 


Iowa requires the current license status on all vehicles added to a fleet. 
USE IOWA SUPPLEMENT FORMS ONLY. 


Arizona, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska and Oregon require the name and 
address of lessor, if vehicle is leased. 


Kansas requires either Column 9 or Column 10, not both. Column 9, declared 
gross weight for straight trucks; Column 10, declared combined gross weight 
for any power vehicle pulling a trailer or semi-trailer. Show gross weight 
for power units only. 


Applies only to vehicles of Kansas based carriers. Without trade, actual 
purchase cost of vehicle. If trade, the actual purchase cost difference. 


Missouri requires either Column 9 or Colum 10, not both. Missouri requires 
"Declared Gross Weight" (Column 9) for straight trucks or "Declared Combined 
Weight" (Column 10) for any power vehicle pulling a trailer or semi-trailer. 
Combined gross weight means weight of the combination of power and trailing 
vehicles plus load. No weight is required for trailers. For buses, list 
number of seats instead of weight.
